The  concept  of  tax  sharing  was 
not  r.iaterialized  for  the  New  Federalisn,  it  has  roots  in  the 
rid-19th  Century.     The  present  concept  owes  iiuch  to  XTalter 
¥.  Heller  and  Joseph  Pecluian  vjIio,  in  the  early  1960' s  co- 
chaired  a  Presidential  Task  Force  to  examne  further  the  con- 
cepts of  revenue  sharing.     The  concept,   today,   has  been  ex- 
panded to  include  six  proposed  prograi.is  of  categorical  grant 
consolidation  called  Special  Revenue  Sharing. 

Prinary  enphasic  in  tliis  bibliography  is  on  the  subject 
of  General  Revenue  Sharing.     Scant  attention  is  given  over  to 
the  proposed  as  well  as  pending  Special  Re^'enue  Sharing  leg- 
islation. 

In  constructing  the  follomng  bibliography  three  guides 
were  followed;     first,  the  approach  was  cosi.iopolitan  and  thus 
those  writings  wliich  were  parocliial  were  not  included.     That 
is,   those  XTOrks  wldch  really  pertained  to  a  particular  local 
jurisdiction  were  not  included.     Second,   several  authors  who 
have  vjritten  quite  prolifically  on  the  subject  do  not  have 
all  their  works  includedj   their  works  were  scajined  and  a  de- 
teriviination  was  nade  to  eliianate  ranor  and/or  repetitious 
works — thus  only  what  is  considered  the  nore  significant 
works  of  any  and  all  authors  is  included  in  the  follovjing 
listing.       Lastly,  xjith  rdnor  exception,  newspaper  articles 
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hcV.3  not  been  i:.icluded.     iui  eXcTination  of  erticles  snd 
editorialc  in  sevarcl  of  the  i.cjor  peperc  indicated  a  ^reat 
deal  of  repetition  x-dtli  little  bein^;;  added  to  vrcrrant  their 
inclusion  in  tlrlc  bibliOt;raphy.     Hoirever,  the  interested 
reader  r.iay  want  to  explore  tliic  furtl^er  and  ic  cdviced  to 
exarine  tlie  indices  of  the  New  York  Tines,   Chrictiai  Science 
Honitorj   ac  well  as  the  IJall  Street  Journal.
